2. The prior art Blake is directed to a concavely shaped screen but Blake does not 
disclose a variably adjustable concave profile in the belt, the concave profile being 
progressively adjustable from a first position where it is fully lowered to a second 
position where the belt is fully raised and to positions intermediate between the first and 
second position. The distinction is that the prior art teaching does not show a belt that 
can be variably shifted from a fully lowered to a fully raised position and to intermediate 
positions in between.
